THE DEFENCES OF MANOHURIA. 
Mr Montgomery in his repott'upon New- 
ehwong edds the foliowing' interesting | 
particular: as to the defences of ‘Manchu-

It was.in1881, I believe, that it wos final- 
ly decided to construct a douk and refitting 
basin here, After more than ono feiluro, it 
waa desided to give out the work to Foreign 
contractors, and in the early piri of 1887 8 |:

He would, however, havo dispaaad of it 
much more readily bad it not been for tho 
outory made in the English press both at 
home and in China, against his first 
hoartless and stupid treatment of the ques- 
tion and his readincss to condono the crime 
of the Chinese otiicials because of his 
personal autipatby to missionaries generally 
and his feclings of camaraderie towards 
his friends of the Chou Han kidney at 
Wachang. But the Swedish Goveramout 
was forced to tuke up the cave maade out by 
the Hugliah press ugsinat Consul Bock, and 
hone his proscnt journey back to Havkow 
aud hig gndden dovelopment of buck-bone 
towards the Chiness viliciuls who bad found 
him vo pleasantly invertebrate before. 
‘The vwluy of his previous undertaking to 
keep the caso from going to Poking to 
negowmodate the ‘nico and obliging’ 
Viourvy. of course, was destroyed by tho 
strong independent action of the Foreigao 
Ministers in laying tho case before the 
Tsung-li Yawdn, x8 Consul Bock's ridieal- 
ous bangling wus hopelessly expased to his 
government in the Eaglish newspapers. 
We ure, bowever, gid to find that bis now 
ordurs from Stockholm have apparently 
ebunged hiv ideas on Lhe anbject generally, 
and that tbe Swedish Govenment hag 
insisted upon his procuring some sort of 
settioment instesd of accepting tho ‘ charity 
money ‘of a couple of thougand tuols for the 
families of Reva, Wilkbolm and Johansson, 
which the Viceroy ssid he would give before, 
and for which Consul Bock rabbed bis 
handaand eringingly expressed bis grati~ 
tude, The telegramto-day is vague enough j 
upon the same ‘posis ag Wusyeh’ does 
nat imply very moch; bub it is not a 
question of amount atall, For our own 
part we think the priogiple set op, by the 
Wuseh settloment is detestablo and 
humiliating, recognizing as it does that 
any Foreigner in China muy be maegucred 
and mutilated for 8 certain pecuniury 
consideration. We had hopes that we bad 
sven tho Inet of ouch modes of compeuud- 
ing the crime ofthe mandarius against the 
civilized world, bub as long aa we havo 
guch Forcign ropresentatives as Consut 
Bock amongst us, we cannot bape for an 
advance in this reapect, Tho worst of it is 
that be can plod am unimpeachable 
precedent in that laid. down hy Great 
Brilain’s shameful eqreouder ab Wheneh, 
aud there is act muoh more to be aaid 
about this portisular cass of Sungpu. Ik 
js only another ease of blood-monoy instead 
of justice. Whul the exact terms of the 
Seitlement. aro, wo have yot to learn. The 
Wasueh murdere were settled by the 
payment of $20,600 tq tho familios. of 
Mesors Greea and Argogt, and a furthor 
sam of $25,000 for tha rebuilding of what- 
ever premises wero destroyed in tha’ rial, 
Bui the chuuceserethat Consul Back did 
not send in quite se jarge 9 bill aathat one, 
and thatthe amonnt now egraed upon ia 
considerably reduced, which is only natural 
sideriag how little he was ready to 
square the matter for before, aud that the

During the past 10 years, considerable 
progress in military organisation has been 

ade by the two northern provinces of 
Manchoria (Kirin and Heilungohiang). It |- 
must by remembered that 15 yeara ago 
Northern Manchuria lay almost defenceless, 
Chiod's northern neighbour had advanced 
rapidly along the custern frontier. Russian 
steam-launches with armed érows had ap- 
eared on China’s rivers, and some of them 
ad even ascended as far as Kirin, where, 
indeed, a steam-launch wae wreoked. To 
hold in oheok these advancements the sont- 
tered forces of that perivd, composed entira- 
ly of soldiers belovging to the Banner Corps, 
aad armed partly with bows and arrows 
and partly with matohlook guns of a very 
angient pattern, ware insufficient.
